it is understood that the commercial 


pgreement thereon was signed last Sat- 
urday by Mr. Canibon, the French am- 
basador on the part of France, and by 
Mr. Kasson, special plenipotentiary on 
the part of the United States. The agree- 
ment is to take effect "Wednesday, June 
1, when the French minimum rates upon 
certain products of the United States ex- 
ported to France will take effect. The 
proclamation of the president announc- 
ing this fact will be isued at once. 
. The agreement makes the following 
tariff arrangement: 


In favor of the United States: Manu- 


factured and prepared pork meats are 
reduced from 100 franus to 50 francs per 
kiloos (approximately 20 pounds): lard 
and its components are reduced from 40 
francs to -5 francs per 100 kilos: table 
fruit, canned meats, dried or pressed. 
fruits, common wood logs, paving blocks, 
staves, hops and apples «nd pears, 
crushed, cut or drl=d, a-t the minimum 
French rate of duty. 


The reductions in behalf of Franco are 


as follows: Argols shall pay a duty of 3 
per cent advalorem; brandies or other 
spirits. $1.75 per gallon; woiksof art. 13 
per cent advalorem: still wines and ver- 
muth, 35 cents per gallon.
